Ron Siminons, the new vice-president of the School of Business 
at Conestoga College, was quoted in the Sept. 25 issue of Spoke 
as saying that tunning the School of Business at Conestoga was 
really no different from running a business. 

The students are the "product." If the product is good, then the 
school will be good, he said. 

Simmons' statement comes not long after a 51-page report by 
the Association of Colleges of Applied Arts and Technology of 
Ontario, which represents the 25 colleges in the province, was 
made public. The report details how the association wishes to 
create an increasingly market-driven college system. 

In the report obtained by the Toronto Star, it said government will 
retain control of funding and will do so based on key performance 
indicators. This means that based on job rates and employer satis- 
faction with graduates, the government will dole out money. 

KPIs are annual surveys of Ontario's 25 colleges that establish 
benchmarks in excellence. Colleges presently receive two per 
cent of their funding based on KP1 results. The province is 
presendy talking about increasing the KP1 funding in the year 

The report also said that the association is in favour of more 
accountability to the community and province in terms of pro- 
viding skilled labour for the workforce. 

One can only hope that by meeting the demands of the work- 
force. that students are given an education that is not only prac- 
tical, but that also stimulates the brain beyond the threshold of 
what is expected in the job market.
